But if 
a devil was ejected from the ‘reform- 
ed’ portion, he certainly returned 
with seven others worse than .him- 
self; for never was there more ab- 
Solute power, more national absolu- 
tism in the whole. history of Chris- 
tianity, than in the time immediately 
following the ‘ Reformation, when 
crowned heads became not only the 

heads of their national churches but 
| even the judges in their own divorce 
proceedings. Then the Church was 
more than ever made to suffer from 
the attempts of political heads to dic- 
tate to her, or to antagonize her. For 
a time there was little thought of ac- 
cusing the Church of acting too much 
like an irresponsible king. Kings 
‘were in fact irresponsible, and that 
by ‘divine right.’ The Church, there- 
fore, instead of being the embodi- 
ment of absolutism, was considered 
the one great foe of absolutism which 
shielded itself and its kings behind 
the pleasure of God. But soon the 
pendulum again swung back. The 
people seeing their old political tra- 
ditions slipping away, aroused them- 
selves, and slowly wrested one right 
after another from monarchical 
thrones. The old rights of the peo- 
ple asserted themselves in the form 
of modern popular governments. And 
as soon as democracy ‘became the 
fashion, the old cry was again raised 
of the absolutism of the Church of 
Rome, her attempt to dictate in all 
matters to the. whole world, and so 
forth.
